Rumer Connects Proposal at Nimpkish 
River With Important Scheme. 


The statement mado In up-Island 
papers with regurj to nu proposed 
I'H-allon of s plant at Nimpkish River 
for the production of pulp draws at¬ 
tention to one of the most remarkable 
industrial developments recently ou 
the British, Columbian coast. Import - 
ant In Itself as opening the field for a 
great export trade, but also as at op¬ 
portunity for using tho water powers 
extant, and In building up a consum¬ 
ing Industry for certain mineral by¬ 
products which a rt •drtnlncd la the 
course of mining operations. 

The firm whose norm Is mentioned 
In connection u-jjth the Nimpkish leaks 
proposal Is one of the most famous on 
the rmtlnent. but as yet no official 
statement has l*een mode by anyone 
qualified to apeak >n the subject. 

The succeaa at Powell River with 
paper manufacture has been one of 
the great factors In giving practical 
proof to the value of tho products uf 
ine RrttNh Columbian wooda. Tl»c 
Ocean Falls plsnt, near Bella Coo la. Is 
now the subject of great extensions; 
8 wanson Bay. further north Is another 
favored location, and there Is also the 
plant under construction at Quatstno 
hound, all of which are entering the 
field for paper production. 

When further detulls of the pro¬ 
posal. which la supposed to represent 
an Investment of four million dollars, 
have been Issued It will be possible 
to form some Idea of the vast Invest¬ 
ment in pulp works on the coast In 
view of the demand from the 1 ’n‘trd 
Plates snd Australia for news-print. 
The subject le brought directly home 
by the fact that the average reserve 
of paper Is only five days* quantity, 
so that any change In prices Is not to 
be expected.
